[Text] Ethiopia and Kenya have concluded negotiations with a consultancy 
firm to undertake etudies aimed at tamediately benefiting more than 4 mil- 
lion people living around parte of the two countries’ border. 


The studies, to be carried out by Associated Development Consultants, a 
London-based firm, are to be financed by the European Economic Community 
(ERC) under the fourth European Development Fund terms. 


They are to begin in 4 month's time and will cover an area of 334,000 
equare kilometers around the Omo River-Lake Turkana sub-basin at a cost 
of £184,440 sterling. The funding from the EEC will be in the form of a 


grant. 


The studies are seen as the initial step towards the two governments ex- 


pressed desire to effect regional integrated development projects to im 
prove the quality of life of the two peoples. 


Investigations and the studies will cover water resources, wildlife manage- 
ment, fisheries, touriem, agricviture, forestry, and social and basic in- 
frastructure in the region. 


About half-a-million Kenyans will benefit from the inplementati:a of this 
project. The area to be included on the Kenyan side will stretch fom 
Moyale, moving down along the Moyale-Nairobi road up to Mareabit, cutt as 
across westwards off Baragoi and then northwards through Lockshar, f. a! iy 
joining the Ethiopian border midway between Lake Turkana and the Ugandar 
border. 


The Kenyan delegation to the tough 2-week negotiations was led by Di 5.

MOL ACCUSES NEIGHBORING COUNTRY OF PLOTTING POLITICAL UNREST 

Nairobi DAILY HATION in English 5 Jul 80 p i

[Text] President Moi said yesterday 4 neighbouring country ie plotting 
to use the University of Nairobi to c use political unrest and assassina~ 
tione in Kenya. 


And he warned that traitors to Kenya would be dealt with ruthlessly. 





Speaking at the passing-out parade of district officers, administration 
police, game and fisheries scouts and airport security personnel at 
Embakasi, President Moi said: “I have sufficient information about this 
manoeuvre by 4 neighbouring country which wante to use the Nairobi Uni- 
versity for eubversive activities, including killings.” 


He said any Kenyan who served the interests of such countries was 4 
traitor. 


The President said people being used by 4 neighbouring country should 
realise that there was a limit to which his tolerance could be stretched. 
"I am now ready to deal with such traitors ruthlessly, be they MPs or 


anyone else. 


“From now on, I shall be very careful with the University of Nairobi,” 
the President added. President Moi is Chancellor of the university. 


Warning that there was a limit to Government allowing people to exercise 
democracy, President Moi said discipline was vital in a democracy. 


“I appreciate that you know I am merciful but I cannot allow wananchi to 
. Anyone who tries to tamper with the peace of the 
nation, and the democracy we have so zealously preserved, will see that 
- + they will see ae.” 











The President recalled that he had released political detainees to enable 
them to be free to maintain democracy. Sut he expressed dismay at the way 
some leaders were exercising democracy, 


Calling on wananchi to stop attacking one another, President Moi said 
constructive criticitem was allowed in a democratic system but not at the 
expense of peace and wnity. 


"There ie a limit to which we can stretch our democracy,” he said, and 
warned that Minietere and Assistant Ministers were not allowed to criticise 
the Government. 


“Only MPs are free to criticise the Government and suggest possible alterna- 
tives to issues. 


"If you are bent on wrecking we, I shall aleo do likewiee.... If you have 
a big lever, I shall aleo use mine,” he cautioned, 


He said he would not like to see “ay country being plagued by artificial 
crises brought about by the Devil's agente.

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CHADIAN PROBLEM AT POLITICAL, MILITARY IMPASSE 
Brazzaville LA SEMAINE AFRICAINE in French 12-18 Jun 80 pp 1, 4

(Text) At 1400 hours on Friday, 16 May, 3 days ahead of the announced 
schedule in order to foil the plans of rival factions, the last French 
soldier crossed the Chari. That very morning, Goukouni's toubous had 
looted the recently evacuated facilities of the School of Sciences and the 
Farcha Veterinary Laboratory. Although he claims to oppose such looting, 
Goukouni is unable to prevent it. His troops, who receive no pay, are 
used to living off of booty and whole truckloads of furniture, refrigera- 
tore and other items take to the desert roads. 


The “southern” officers who have remained in Ndjamena attempted to regain 
possession c- their forme: base when the French left, but were brutally 
driven back by the FAP (People's Armed Forces). 


The Puma helicopters of the Chadian Army were sent to Bongor on Goukouni's 
orders so that they might be safe. The Ndjamena airport is now unusable 
because the two ends of the runway are held by the opposing fighting fac- 
tions. It would appear that the attack planned by Hissein Habre to take 
control of the airport and the base was unsuccessful. The positions have 
reportedly remained unchanged since 21 March. 


With the ceparture of the French troops and the French fmbassy and wich 
the blocxage of the runway, the Goukouni "government" is losing all possi- 
bilities of international relations and therefore, the little cemainineg 
credibility it enjoyed. There is truly no longer any Chadian Gover; « at 
and by virtue of the reciprocal violence unleashed, the nation its i 

has proved its inexistence. 


And yet, the administration is functioning in the south, headed by a com- 
mittee set up in Moundou, where France is opening a consulate. Economic 
life continues somehow. 


Finally, the civil war between Chadian Muslims is of another time. On the 
one hand (Goukouni's FAP) is the nomadic world, which has never seen a

city of known « government and which ts accustomed to raide and looting. 
On the other hand are liissein Habre's FAN (Northern Armed Forces), sup- 
ported by the old Muslim bourgeoteies in Abeche, Ndjamena and cities in 
the central region, weed to city life and enjoying 4 monopoly over trade, 
meaning property, something to lose,... There are no revolutionaries or 
conservatives in thie war between Muelime, but rather, the confrontation 
of two social and cultural universes, 


Por the time being, the Chadian problem has reached 4 total impasse: 4 
political impasse because the belligerantse reject any negotiated eettie- 
ment, going eo far ae to discreetly ask African nations not to send any 
“neutral force”; a military impasse because the “coalition” which groupe 
ail the enemies of Hiseein Habre around Goukouni is heterogeneous, has no 
coordination and ie unable to retake the city. Despite hie remarkable 
organization (hie gen, from all the regione of Chad except the extreme 
south, receive 15,000 franee a month and are fed twice a day, even at the 
front; very dieciplined, they engage in no looting), Hiseein Habre cannot 
penetrate the encirclement. It is ~y that on Friday, 6 June, hie men 
spread two pieces of information: fa Rajeneae, they reportedly seized 
buildings belonging to the Office of the President and the Central Post 
Office and in that sector, would reportedly have driven the FAP back 
some 200 or 300 meters. The (toubou) garrison in Paya (the main city in

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ECONOMIC CAUSES FOR INDUSTRIAL UNREST REVIEWED

[Text] With the recent spate of strikes, the industrial peace of the coun- 
try has once more been shattered, In the past three months workers in 
almost all the important sectors of the economy have had to resort to strike 
action to back their demands for higher pay and improved conditions of 
service. University teachers and workers, teachers in the primary, middle 
and secondary schools, airline pilots, workers of the Ghana Industrial 
Holding Corporation, Ghana Cargo Handling Company and the Black Star Line 
have all had to go on etrike. 


The prospects for industrial peace are very daunting for the government 
since the causes of the present industrial unrest are extremely complex. 
These causes guet be sought in the steadily declining standards of living 
of workers since 1974, declining standards which, in turn may be traced 

to an economy which has been stagnant since 1961. To argue that the strikes 
are politically motivated, as some observers who look for glib answers 

have speculated, is to confuse cause with effect. 


A thoughtful search for the causes of the strikes calls for some under i - 
ing of the changing Ghanaian economy. As everyone knows there is an acut 
shortage of consumer goods, and there is a high rate of inflation wit. the 
consequent impossibility on the part of the majority of workere=--eapec ally 
those on fixed incomes--to live on their present salaries and wages. © %« 
are simply symptons of certain unhealthy trades on the economic an. san- 
cial scene. 


Perhaps the outstanding financial feature of the Acheampong and Axuff 
regimes was the phenomenal increase in money supply. According to th. 
1979/80 Report of the Chairman of the Standard Bank Ghana Lirtted, avail- 
Able evidence shows that the rate of increase of money supply which was

halved by the March 1979 demonitigzation, has resumed its upright trend, By 
March i980 the inerease in the supply of money over the past twelve months 
was 5/2, and was thus back to its previous rate of increase, Official 
ata’.stics show that the rate of inflation has shown a considerable decline 
since 1977, but by January 1980 the rate was 47.7% compared to 166.5% at 
the end of 1977, The continuing increase in money supply derives mainly 
from government expenditure, a sizeable proportion of which consists of 
salaries and wages paid by government, 


When those indicators that relate to the financial structure of the economy 
and the ability of the financial sector to play its assigned role in the 
promotion of economic growth are examined, the trends again appear unhealthy. 
The real capital stock has dropped by 55% since 1972, according to the 
Chairman of the Standard Ba \k Ghana Limited, It is the real capital stock 
that indicates the ability of the banks to provide financial for develop- 
ment; it also provides an index of the ability of the economy to grow as 
well as the willingness of the banks to extend their services. With this 
fall the conclusion may be drawn, as has indeed been drawn by the Chairman, 
‘that even though the nomial financial assets of the banking system may be 
increasing, the ability of the organized financial sector to-day to promote 
real growth is less than that in previous years.’ 


Also, the percentage of savings and time deposits in the total money supply 
has shown a constant decline. Between 1960 and 1972, according to the Re- 
port, it fell moderately from about 27% to about 19.5%. Closely ee to 
this is another unhealthy trend: the increase in the currency c 

of the money supply, a development which began towards the end of 1979, by 
March 1980, the currency with the public exceeded demand deposits in the 
money supply for the first time in several years. What this means is that 
there is both a general preference of the public to hold their assets in 
currency rather than in deposits. It also means the unwillingness of the 
banks to accept all the deposits that the public may wish to make. The 
role of the banks, then to mobilize financial resources for long term 
development is reducing all the time. 


All these steadily worsening trends in the important indicators discussed 
above on the basis of the Annual Report of the Chairman of the Standard 
Bank Ghana Limited, add up to a picture of an economy in deep crisis. The 
question then is: are salary and wage increases the rational response on 
the part of the government to the present industrial unrest? This is an 
extremely difficult question to answer. Salaries and wages are so low, 
and prices so high that most people find it difficult to have a decent 
meal a day. If the question is posed strictly in human terms, the answer 
should be that: yes, increase wages and salaries. If, however, we bring 
the picture we have drawn above to bear on the question, then it would 
appear that there should not be any salary increases. How, then, do we 











steer clear of the devil of salary increases and the deep blue sea of ris- 
ing coat of living and inflation? 


In anewering the question, the first point that should be made is that the 
government should impose financial discipline on itself by setting strict 
limite to public expenditure, Secondly, the government should begin *o 
invest in ventures which will, in the Long run, be productive, so that 
whatever public expenditure is incurred will be offset by the goods and 
services which will later be available on the market. Thirdly, it appeare 
that the government is determined to emerge victorious in ite confronta- 
tion with workers. 


But this urge for victory should not obscure the reality of the demand by 
workers for a decent standard of living. Neither should the government 
seek victory from a sense of vanity, bravado or from considerations of 
narrow political interest, 


If the government wants victory, it should work for it through a well-for- 
mulated industrial and incomes policy. 


Since this government came into power it has had to give in to pressures 
for increases in wages. This has resulted in increased tovernment expen- 
diture, one of the main sources of spiralling inflation. There can be no 
real hope of breaking this destructive chain of cause and effect until 
conditions have been created in which prices can be held down within rea- 
sonable Limits.

PORTUGUESE CREDIT LINE RENEWAL--Portugal's biggest state-controlled sav- 
ings bank, Caixa Geralde Depositos (CGD) is to renew a $3m credit line for 
Guinea-Bissau to help the former colony to import Portuguese consumer 
goods. The announcement by the CGD coincided with a report that the two 
countries would meet soon to discuss the possible recyling of the Guinea- 
Bissau's commercial debt to the Portuguese state, estimated at 570m 
escudos ($11.5m). The Lisbon daily CORREIO DA MANHA carried a report 

from Bissau saying Guinea-Bissau was seeking a Portuguese treasury loan 

in order to repay a debt of 140 escudos ($2.8m), covering Portuguese im- 
ports between 1975 and 1978. It said the former colony aleo wanted to 
reschedule paymente on three loans totalling 430m escudos ($3.7m) granted 
by Portugal between 1975 and 1976. A CGD spokesman said all commitments 
under ite line of credit had been met punctually by Guinea-Bissau. Portu- 
guese goods are also being imported by Guinea-Bissau, the first of Lisbon's 
African colonies to achieve independence in 1974, under a $3.5m credit 
line opened by the London branch of the nationalised Banco Totta E Azores 
and $500,000 one opened by the nationalised building society, Credito 
Predial Portuguese.

‘OPERATION MbROU' MILITARY MANEUVERS 

Abidjan PRATERNITE-MATIN in French 25, 26 Jun 60 

[Articie by Kouassi Kokore: "'Merou' Military Maneuvers") 
[25 Jun 80 pp 20-21) 


[Text] The Ivorian “Operation Merou" inter-army military maneuvers took place 
this year in the latter half of April in the Southwest region. Using the same 
theme for the three armies (land, air and sea), the goal of Merou, like that of 
previous maneuvers, was to learn about the structures, operation and efficiency 
of the transmission system set up, as well as the deployment of Ivorian forces 
in emergencies. The accepted hypotheses enabled the authorities concerned to 
learn the lessons imposed after less than a week of "war" testing. 


"He who desires peace prepares for war." Is there a better way to apply that 
famous adage than by organizing military maneuvers? 


For us lvorians, who cherish peace, military maneuvers should have a very 
special significance. 


in addition to this act of faith, an exercise of this kind provides the con- 
cerned authorities an opportunity to test the operational merit, not only of 
the units, but also of the soldiers and the materiel available. in this re- 
spect military maneuvers are an important act in the life of a soldier, giving 
him to a certain extent the opportunity to confirm the degree of his training 
and his technical and tactical knowledge. 


it was for all these reasons that, conforming to an already established pro- 
gram, the staff of the lvory Coast National Armed Forces organized miliary 
maneuvers they dubbed “Operation Merou," to take place from Monday 21 to 
Thursday 24 April in the southwest region. Ali the Ivorian armies took pari. 
The operational zone was a rectangle bounded by Gagnoa on the northeast, Issi. 
on the northwest, Sassandra on the southeast and San Pedro on the southwest. 
The combat zone being wooded, it goes without saying that Merou would be one 
of the most difficult maneuvers the staff had ever organized. 

















The Merou maneuvers had two themes, as follows; 
The Theme of the Greens 


General situation: A red state, having taken its unilateral positions at the 
time of the last maritime conference and its excessive port taxes, sees its 
port, which was tapping the heaviest freight traffic in the subregion, lose 

the choice position it had occupied in the ports of a green state whose borders 
are essentially contiguous to those of the Ivory Coast. This situation, ag- 
gravated by the high prices of essential commodities which are already 
scarce--provokes an uprising in the capital of the red country. 


The red government, to vindicate its rebuffs, attacks its green neighbor, ac- 
cusing it of being the destroyer of African economic independence and the in- 
stigator of the uprising in its capital, It also decides to imperil the green 
country's economic success, Thus, for a week acts of sabotage and looting are 
perpetrated in the Toulepleu-Danane-Man regions, probably by partisans acting 
for the red state. 


Particular situation: On Day One (that is, the eve of the beginning of the 
war) grave troubles explode in Man, necessitating intervention by the police. 
Repression having been especially brutal, the red government considers the 
tension between the two countries sufficiently insupportable that it decides 
to invade the green country. 


Faced with the gravity of the situation, and also learning that the red state 
has amassed troops on the border, the green state puts its forces on alert. 
The First Battalion is ordered to move on Gagnoa, the Third on Man, and the 
Second is put on alert at Daloa. 


The Theme of the Reds 


General situation: Pollowing the failure of neighboring states to apply the 
provisions taken jointly on the eve of the last maritime conference with , 

the intention of revaluating the development of the port installations of the 
subregion, the red government--spokesman for the states that make up that sub- 
region and the only one to apply the new provisions--sees its port deserted by 
ships in favor of its green neighbor's port, thus depriving it of essential 
commodities. 


The populations have become hostile to the red government because of the food 
shortage, and troubles are exploding in the capital and rapidly spreading to 
several interior cities. 


According to unconfirmed reports, the green government has put in place a sys- 
tem for boycotting its red neighbor's port. It has also allegedly been the 
instigator of the sometimes bloody agitations that have been disturbing the 

red territory for several days. In response to this situation, the red govern- 
ment infiltrates the green territory with specially qualified commandos who 
speak the local languages perfectly and whose mission is to create a climate

of insecurity and sabotage the economic infrastructures in the regions of 


Danane, Toulepleu, Sassandra, San Pedro and ultimately Gagnoa-Soubre- 
LakotaeDivo, 


Particular situation: On the eve of the beginning of hostilities, on Day 
One, reports confirm that the troubles fomented in Man have been brutally 

put down, The green government, which has put its forces on a state of alert, 
seems to have the situation well in hand, Pinding no other way out, the red 
government decides to invade the green country, 


Beginning, then, with these two themes, the deputy chief of staff, 
Col Zinsou, chief of staff of the Merou maneuvers, is about to organize his 
strategy based on them, 


To do so, the chief of staff decides to move the following forces: 
The armed forces toward the greens first. 
i. Land forces departed in two tactical groups (GT1). 


GI-1 ine’udes the First Battalion with two companies, a squadron of 
gendarmerie commandos (EBR--Armed Reconnaissance Squadron) and an 
engineering section. GT-2 include: the Second Battalion with three 
companies, a 120-mm mortar battery and an engineering section. 


2. Air forces: two maneuver helicopters, three Alouette-3s, one trans- 
port plane and fire support equipment, by request. 


5. Sea: three vessels had been provided for. 


4. Intervention forces (military firemen groups): one intervention 
section. 


The enemy, the red state, is represented by the Presidential Guard. It is 
made up of three subgroups. 


Chronology of Events 


it is Sunday 20 April. Toward 2200, following information received from the 
gendarmerie, the red state debarked troops at Monogaga, while others were 
crossing the border between West Toulepleu and Danane. One hour later GT-5 
(Third Battalion) is ordered to move westward and hold itself in reauiness io 
face the enemy threat between Guessabo and Vaou. The Second Battalion, <T-2, 
is placed in a zone where it is likely to stop any enemy action coming from 
the south, while ensuring that the south is covered. The First Battalion, 
GT-1, is held in reserve at Gagnoa. 


The next day, Monday 21 April, at 0550, the gendarmerie, which has worked ve., 
actively throughout the night, furnishes precise information: two motorized 
infantry companies have crossed the border between Toulepleu and Danane. 
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in the south the enemy has debarked what amounts to a reinformed battalion. 
Toward 0050 the Sassandra gendarmerie brigades report that a first red col- 
wih is in motion, ' 


The approximate equivalent of one battalion, proceeding along the Sassandra- 
Lakota and Gagnoa-San Pedro axes, has reached the Niabayo-Noubouagui line. 


On the basis of such a detailed situation, the green state, on the stroke of 
0700, orders its forces to seek out the enemy throughout the zone of action, 
Thus the No 1 tactical group of the First Battalion, under the command of 
Col Ory, proceeds on the Gagnoa-Sassandra axis and Tactical Group No 2 of 
the Second Battalion, under Col Marcel Dey, on the Issia-San Pedro axis. 


GT-35 (Third Battalion), reinforced by elements of the gendarmerie and the 
Civil Service, is charged with covering the west, and faces in that direction. 


At exactly 0705 other reports furnished by the gendarmerie inform of the 
presence of red commandos between the Soubre-Gueyo-Niambezaria and the 
Beibouo-Gagnoa-Lakota lines. 


There is nothing else to be done, It is total war (and weapons will do all 
the talking). 


We recall that the mission of Subgroup 1, commanded by Second Lt 

Koffi Kouame Lazare, is to proceed along the Lakota-Sassandra-San Pedro axis. 
Soubgroup 2, under Maj Martin Kouadio Yao, departs from Gagnoa and proceeds 
along the Gueyo-Sassandra-San Pedro axis. 


Subgroup 3, under Lt Ernest Gla N'Guetta, is charged with holding back the 
greens as much as possible on the Issia-Sassandra-San Pedro axis. The green 
state, for its part, outlines its strategy as follows: 


The first group, under Col Ory, is divided into two tactical subgroups (SGT), 
which attempt to stop the enemy action along the Lakota-San Pedro and Gagnoa- 
San Pedro axes, while the second tactical group, commanded by Lt Col Dey, 
moves along the Issia-Soubre-San Pedro axis, while covering the west. 


On J-Day 


J-Day is Monday 21 April. In a war there are those who do the thinking and 
give the orders, and those who execute them. 





The Merou command post, directed with a master’s hand by the deputy chief of 
staff, Col Roger Zinsou, is located 5 km from Gagnoa, between the airport and 
the city. Everyone is stirring very early in the morning, for in the army 
everyone has his own job to do. From the moment the first orders are given, 
virtually everything is set in motion. 


Exercising our journalistic flair, we discover that Tactical Group 1 has in- 
stalled its command post at the airport. Could we hope for better luck? So 
we go there, the better to observe how the groups receive messages and tramsmit 
them in turn to their units. 
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We therefore hang onto the troop transport vehicle (YTPC) that serves the 
command post, 


In stark language, Col Ory tells us, "Situation reinforced motorized enemy 
Battalion 1, 


"Mission: to destroy the enemy, Role: Subgroup 1; principal action to at- 
tack along the barouhio-Gueyo-Sassandra axis, Subgroup 2: attack along te 
Gagnoa-Lakota-Sassandra axis, Intention; to get in front of the enemy on 
the Tucbahio-Zaignon line before 1600, I want to seek out the enemy along 
the barouhio-Gueyo-Sassandra and Gagnoa-Lakota-Sassandra axes. To that end, 
first control the Issia, Gueyo and Niambezaria lines. Next, reach the 
Tagbahio-Zaidon line. Role: GT-1 EBR to seek out the enemy along the 
Barouhio-Gueyo-Sassandra axis, Reach the Tagbahio-Zaidon line before 1000. 
That line not to be crossed, 


"SGT, First seek out the enemy along the Barouhio-Lakota-Sassandra axis. 

Next reach the Tagbahio-Zaidon line before 1600. Line not to be | sed. In- 
struction to coordinate permanent listening post. PC [command post] will be 
moved along the Barouhio-Gueyo-Sassandra axis." It is then 0930. Depending 


on the mission to be accomplished, we think each PC gives this kind of orders 
to its units. 


At 1100 the chief of staff, Gen Barouan, and his entourage arrive at the PC. 
He asks Col Zinsou about the situation. At 1520 we leave for Soubre after 
driving to the Supply Corps, where we spend a good 40 minutes. We arrive at 
1510, after losing a quarter of an hour replacing a punctured tire on our 504. 
As in Gagnoa, we are going to visit the subprefect of Soubre. Unfortunately, 
he is not there. 


At 1545 rain beats down on the city. In spite of everything the units contin- 
ue with their move and at 1655 the enemy undertakes the siege of Soubre. At 
1730 the first shot is fired. This confrontation causes the enemy to fall 
back, to attempt a counter-offensive on the Sassandra bridge; the enemy's 
strength is estimated at two sections, or about 75 men. Across the road a bat- 
talion is advancing very rapidly. Everything is happening under the vigilant 
eyes of the four arbitrators appointed for the maneuvers. At 1800 the three 
companies of the green state repulse the enemy, who falis back behind the 
bridge. 


It should be said that before that, at 1100, Col Dey's men encountered a pow- 
erful barrage fire at the Zadiegne crossroads. The enemy pulled bac«x before 
the greens had time to react. At 1410 there was a confrontation at Yobayo. 
Automatic and anti-tank weapons went into action, 


At the same time Col Ory's SGT-1 and SGT-2, proceeding along the Gu \on- 
Lakota and Gagnoa-Gueyo axes, are forcing the enemy to pull back. ©. te 
Yaouo bridge the enemy for the first time puts up fierce resistance, air su. 


port being engaged on another front and so unable to intervene, SGT-2 utilized 
its organic support. 
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[so Jun 80 pp 10-11) 


[Text] Despite enemy resistance, the greens succeed in 
recovering part of Soubre, Meanwhile the enemy recrosses 
the bridge, which it is still holding under enemy fire. 


Soubre--it is 0750 of Tuesday 22 April 1980, The weather is foggy, recalling 
that experienced by Abidjanians in December and January. Pupils dressed in 
the customary khaki are going to school, Taxis with Cl-1 licenses go back and 
forth. There is no indication that the city is at war. 


Lxcept when one approaches the Sassandra bridge, where the deployment of green 
and enemy forces on either side gives an idea of what is going on, Before 
going to the "front" we take the precaution of savoring a "kedjenou" [trans- 
lation unknown} chicken for lunch. At 0800 the offensive resumed louder than 
ever and the greens' air support has to intervene by brutally bombing the en- 
emy positions. 


before the final assault, Lt Col Dey, commanding the greens' Tactical Group 2, 
told us: 


"Since yesterday we have had several engagements with the enemy. We succeeded 
in pushing them back beyond the Soubre bridge. This morning we intend to con- 
duct forcible action to force them to abandon the bridge permanently." 


For that large-scale action we see that one company and one engineering sec- 
tion are opening the march, while another company is taking up a position on 
the southern bank, facing the bridge to be defended, and a third company is on 
the northern bank. 


It is the artillery that first shows itself by preliminary shots that should be 
followed by heavy air fire. However, because of the bad atmospheric condi- 
tions the air support has been unable to intervene. 


At 0950 the commandos manage to "blow up" the bridge and withdraw in a souther- 
ly direction, leaving along the axes light elements whose mission is to con- 
duct delaying actions against the greens. 


On the stroke of 1000, other information furnished by the air force brings 
word of resistance at Nigli and Oupoyo, at the Lebacouya crossroads. At 1100 
Gl-2 goes on the attack and dislodges the Nigli enemy. Three and a half hours 
later, at 1530, the enemy puts up strong resistance at Oupoyo, until at 1550 
Gi-2 succeeds in occupying the locality, thanks especially to artillery inter- 
vention. After this the group is order to establish itself on the defensive 
at the Bokanidi-Lopakuya crossroads. Meanwhile we (the entire press team) 
wanted to know what was going to happen at Gueyo. Departure for Soubre was 
set for 1345. At 1500 the "504" of the battalion leader, Maj Yao Elie, skids 
and is about to lodge in a ravine. After several attempts and with the help 
of a “log truck" driver, we manage to get the automobile out of the ravine at 
1530. It is not until 1605 that we arrive on the Sassandra bridge. There we 
see red elements prepared to face any eventuality. At 1835, after visiting the 
Sassandra gendarmerie and hos;ital, we decide to move to San Pedro, which we 
reach at 2030. 
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We had previously been told that in principle the three subgroups should 
have joined up at 1700 at the Bamenadou crossroads, 


The Next-to-Last Offensive 


Very early in the morning, reports confirm that green forces have debarked at 
Monogaga and are proceeding toward the interior of the country. The offensive 
is resumed over the entire front Line. 


Beginn ng at 0850 on that Wednesday 25 April, the whole team goes to che front, 
the San Pedro-Sassandra axis. In our peregrinations we have the good fortune 
to meet with the arbitrators at the Gabiadji crossroads, 36 knw from San Pedro. 
Their briefings lead us to the discovery that a slight delay has prevented 
adhering to the prescribed course. And finally it is at 1205 that Gi-1 and 
GT-2 join up and proceed together in the direction of San Pedro. 


The only engagements we witness take place at 1555--some minutes after we are 
again in San Pedro, to be precise at the Arso Hotel, where we are to meet 
Minister M'Bahia Ble Kouadio. He arrived several minutes earlier, expressly 
to preside over the ceremony of the final phase the next day, Thursday. 


At 1600 the staff meets to explain the latest details of the final ceremony. 
On the terrain--to be precise, in GI-2's area--the enemy is beating a retreat 
without seeking further combat. Air recommaissance reports reveal that the 
enemy, regrouping all its available forces, is in the process of establishing 
itself in firm defense position on the heights 5 km north of San Pedro 
(Soubre-San Pedro axis). On the Monogaga side the enemy is unable to re-em- 
bark, thanks to the vigilance of the green navy. Nevertheless, the enemy is 
managing to organize at San Pedro. 


Images from those last attacks remain engraved on my mind: the masterful way 
in which the reds held the bridge at the entrance to San Pedro. The entire 
general staff was present at that action. I remember, too, how cleverly the 
groups retook the bridge, and I am still marveling at it. Of course there are 
several details to be reviewed. But that is up to the critical commission 
that meets right after this kind of exercise to draw conclusions from it. 


The Final Phase

He first told us that we are capable of defending ourselves, and that the 
maneuvers are an important act in a soldier's life, to the extent that they 
make it possible to test the merit of the soldier and the materiel. 

Mr M'Bahia Ble concluded by saying that he was ‘satisfied with the way the 
Merou maneuvers took place, 


Taking advantage of the occasion, we met with Gen Barouan, so that he could 
give his thoughts on the Merou maneuvers. Listen to him: 


"You know, the goal of any military maneuver is to confirm the degree of 
training and the operational merit of the soldiers, the units and .. mater- 
iel. And at the same time, where military officers are concerned © confirm 
their technical and tactical knowledge. In the case of the Mero. © ieuvers we 
brought all the armies (land, sea and air) together. We think ir (¢ is way we 
will accustom the commands of the various armies to collaborate ii. che context 
of a real situation. My adjutant, Col Zinsou, had the job of coordinating 

the actions."' And the general stated: 


"We are observing a program that the defense minister put at our disposal. So 
for that program we chose a theme that can enable us to put all our units 

into play." 

A question about the means available to the army. The general answers willing- 
ly. “The means we have are commensurate with our development. Every house 

has a caretaker. The armed forces are the cour*ry's caretaker. We ar@a 
defense army. We have no conquest to make." 


[Question] What lessons do you draw from Merou, General? 


[Answer] ‘That everything happened with perfect organization. We anticipated 
more serious incidents and obviously all went well. It remains for us to draw 
very rich lessons at the general staff meeting. It was my great satisfaction 
that everyone played his role perfectly. The gendarmerie kept us up to date 
on the reports about the reds. That gave me a great deal of pleasure. At 

one time the air force was given a dual role. Believe me, it was hard to do 
two things..at once. So taking its dual mission into account, the air force 
was almost without fault. The navy had us properly covered toward the water, 
and forced the enemy to pull back. As you see, our coordination maneuver 
satisfied me completely." 


important Closing Parade 


The military part concludes with an imposing parade, in which all units that 
participated in the maneuvers took part. The parade took place on the Rue de 
l'independance in San Pedro. It began at 1115 and ended at 1200. A large 
and enthusiastic crowd attended the parade amid the agreeable music of the 
FANCI (expansion unknown]. An hour later the important persons, the public 
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and the soldiers were on the beach to partake of a luncheon, in the course 
of which Minister M'Bahia decorated ten officers, 


in the afternoon, at 1600, the military team faced the San Pedro team. The 
score was 2 to 0 in favor of the soldiers. This football match ended the 
military maneuvers. 


Everyone lived through the final moments of Merou in a blaze of glory. 
For our part, this maneuver has enabled us to know that the men are not lack- 


ing, provided the technical means are put at their disposal to make our army 
truly commensurate with our development.

Nyando MP Onyango Midika said that “we have heard conflicting statements 
from the front bench before.... We want a clear statement once and for 
ali.” 


Speaker Fred Mati said: “I cannot comment on the issue myself. it is up 
to the Government to make a statement if they so wish.” 


Mr Omido warned that when wananchi were not satisfied there would b« 
instability.

Logically, then, one ie bound to aski Why has the smuggling not been 
eradicated? The smugglers are breaking the law and should be punished, 
Nor are smugglers the only culprits. Those who obtain export permits by 
questionable means are also guilty. Soe are hoarders. They too must be 
severely punished, and we note with satisfaction that President Moi is 
acting on hie recent warning that hoarders will be given corporal punish- 
ment by ordering the necessary legislation to be drafted, 


Since hoarders and smugglers have got away with their illegal activities 
for so long, it is emall wonder now that many traders totally ignore the 
price control guidelines. In Nairobi, a 2 kg packet of maizemeal is sell- 
ing illegally for 6/= against the controlled price of 3/60. In some dis- 
tricts one packet sells for between 10/= and 12/-, We hate to think of 
prices tn faraway places in the Republic. 


The Government needs urgently to overhaul its regulatory machinery. The 
activities of those who manage our food reserves must be monitored to en- 
sure that our food does not fall into the hands of smugglers. The main 
action, though, should be in the area of law enforcement. The police, 
whose duty it is to identify and bring to court hoarders and smugglers, 
are being helped in this task by the Provincial Administration. These two 
branches of Government control the movement and storage of commodities and 
the people of this country cannot believe that large quantities of essen- 
tial commodities are moved around without their knowledge. 


Ultimately, .oarding and smuggling will only be controlled if protection 
is withdrawn from those who are involved in these evils. Those with con- 
nections get “chits" which they take to millers and manufacturers. Their 
lorries bypass other lorries. After they are loaded they head out of 
Nairobi. This information is known. Why must these bloodsuckers continue 
to be protected’? 


if we build our economy on smuggling we condemn our society to moral 
depravity and poverty in the long run. We will distort investment of 
capital and thought away from creative actions which will aid us to build 
a meaningful society. 


Kenya has the capacity, the will and the knowledge to grow enough food for 
her people. She also has the industrial capacity to manufacture most es- 
sentials.

hallway Dispute Threatens Distribution

(Text) Mombasa maige shipments could be interrupted unless a railway dis- 
pute is quickly resolved, 


And now railway workers have appealed to President Moi to intervene in the 
dis, ste which threatens the distribution of maize upcountry. 


The workers claim their Nairobi=-based leaders have failed to resolve the 
dispute. But they said they did not want to resort to strike action. 


The dispute involves 300 workers attached to the Changamwe diesel locomo- 
tive depot. On 27 June they staged a walkout over alleged “arrogant be- 
haviour” of their depot superintendent, Mr Veagas. 


They demanded his immediate removal and his post filled by a local man. 


They also demanded for a transport service to depot workers on night 
shifte, claiming workers were being harassed by thugs while walking from 
Changamwe depot at night. 


They also complained about alleged reluctance by the management to allow 
union officials to discuss the problem with union members. 


The walkout lasted only a few hours after local industrial relations 
officer James Olang, deputy PC John Etemesi and other administration offi- 
cials promised to convene a meeting to discuss their grievances. 


At a meeting chaired by Mr Olang on 28 June, the workers presented a two- 
point demand. They asked for the immediate removal of Mr Veagas and that 
they be provided with transport when working on the night shift. But the 
local district mechanical engineer, Mr Imbisi, was quoted as saying he had 
no power to meet the demands and proposed another meeting be convened by 
the railway chief personnel manager and union secretary-general John Mollo 
to settle the dispute. The meeting was due to take place between 1 and 

3 July. 


But a statement issued by Mombasa union branch secretary Mulu Ngunzi 
claimed yesterday that the proposed meeting did not take place. This ha: 
put the workers in the dark as they do not know what is going to happe: 
over their grievances, he added. 


Mr Ngunzi told the NATION: “The situation at the depot is tense and the 
union has no alternative but to appeal to the President to personally 
intervene." 


He said workers at the Changamwe depot were exposed to danger by being 
denied transport and being forced to walk more than 15 kilometers to and 
from the workshop at night.

Supply Situation in Mombasa, Nairobi

[Excerpt] About 18,000 tons of white maize arrived in Mombasa yesterday. 


And the shipment is expected to be followed by more than 20,000 tons of 
yellow maize and wheat within the next 4 days. 


Yesterday's shipment was brought in by the Greek chartered ship Thalassini 
Kyara. informed sources told the NATION that off-loading was due to start 
yesterday afternoon. 


it is understood that another consignment of 15,160 tons of yellow maize 
is due in Mombasa on Sunday. 


According to sources, a further shipment of 5,600 tons of wheat was ex- 
pected to arrive at the port today and this will bring the total tonnage 
of wheat which has so far been discharged to 43,600 tons. 


The first two consignments of 38,000 tons were off-loaded a few weeks ago 
and part of the supply has already been distributed to millers to ease the 
shortage of wheat flour. 


The fourth wheat shipment "is expected in before the end of this month. 
But the actual arrival date and the tonnage has not yet been confirmed," 
said the sources. 


The wheat and maize shipments, which started arriving in the country in 
early March, were the result of President Moi's State visit to the United 
States. 


The President's negotiations for the supply of foodgrains stemmed from 
his concern over the country-wide shortage of maize following prolonged 
drought in the country's major maize-growing regions. 


Earlier reports, quoting Government sources, said the United States had 
agreed to provide Kenya with about 105,000 tons of maize, wheat and rice. 
But there were other reports claiming the U.S. Government had agreed to 
increase the supply to last Kenya until the next harvest. The reports 
could not be confirmed immediately. 


Meanwhile, the shortage of maize flour in Mombasa and outlying areas con- 
tinues. Long queues for maize flour are a common sight at the Coast. In 
view of the continued shortage, the black market price for a two-kilo 
packet of posho has increased to 10/-. 








Officials at the lecal branch [of] the National Cereala and Produce board 
could not be contacted for an explanation on the continued shortage of 
posho at the Coast. but local administration officials blamed shopkeepers 
who divert their quotas to the black market, 


Meanwhile in Nairobi, residents have been told that maizemeal will be avail- 
able at all trading centres in the city from today. 


Wane chi are advised to obtain their supplies from traders in their respec- 
tive centres inatead of travelling to the city centre. 


Nairobi PC Stephen Mwakisha made this announcement yesterday. He said 
arrangements have been made for traders to have adequate supplies of maize- 
meal from millers so wananchi could buy without problems. 


Traders have been inatructed to sell to wananchi all the maizemeal they 
receive from the millers. 


The PC said the Government would keep a close watch on the operation and 
traders and millers have been requested to cooperate. 


He said he had information that some people were getting friends and park- 
ing boys to queue for them for the purpose of buving more maizemeal. This, 
he said, must stop as there was now enough maizemeal for all. 


He appealed to wananchi to be honest and buy only what they needed. 
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SUPPLYLNG OF BEST MANPOWER, INCLUDING EXPATRIATES, ASKED 
Nairobi SUNDAY NATION in English 29 Jun 80 p 6 
[Editorial } 


[Text] The presence of expatriates in Kenya has been a subject of public 
discussion recently and a lot of emotions, sense and nonsense have been | 
expressed in the process. 


Among those involved have been the expatriates traditional enemies, the 
representatives of the workers for whom baiting expatriates is good 
politics. At the same time, political heavyweights, including President 
Daniel arap Moi, have expressed their views on the subject. The Govern- 
ment has gone to the extent of noting that a substantial amount of money 
in foreign exchange goes annually to expatriates. 


There appear to be two schools of thought on this issue. On the one side 
are those who simply loath expatriates and believe this country can do very 
well without them. There are also those who feel that, while expatriates 
are needed, there are some among them that this country can do without. 


The question of expatriates is emotionally and intellectually tied to na- 
tionalism. People here, and elsewhere in the developing world, feel, and 
rightly so, that they should not only run the affairs of their countries 
but also hold jobs and reap the benefits that go with those jobs. The 
question of “being masters of our destiny" is very much at the core of the 
sentiments expressed on expatriates. 


While it is fair to blame some expatriates for their flaunting arrogance, 
it is really unfair to blame them for taking jobs that they are given, 
particularly when the pay is good--too good sometimes--and the frills 
ample. The point here is that expatriates do not tailor these jobs to 
themselves and that Kenyans are solely responsible for whatever inade- 
quacies expatriates may have. 


It cannot be argued that this country does need specialised manpower. In- 
deed, some Western and advanced countries are leading importers of special- 
ists, people who are authorities in their fields. The developing nations 














too are importers of what are considered as supplementary workers==people 
with just acceptable skills and who are needed as long as there are no 
nationals to do the job. 


Most expatriates here fit this category. There are strong feelings that 
among these supplementary workers are persons with no special skills but 
people who have been in this country long enough to ensure their cont nue 
employment on expatriate terms. Sometimes they have accomplished this by 
frus rating local people under them. Such people are obviously undesirable. 


Instead of baiting expatriates, however, what Kenyans should do is to es- 
tablish a system of manpower acquisition that ensures that only the best 
people, including nationals of this country, take up specific jobs and do 
so by virtue of having the necessary qualifications. Failure to do so 
will mean that non=-nationals will take advantage of our weakest points 

to protect their interests, and no one can blame then. 
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XPRESSED MEANS OF BULLDING UP COOPERATIVES WILL BI

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MANY will weleome the news that the Govern. 
ment is to investigate the running of co-operatives 
and other farmer-oriented institutions. Co. 
operatives are central to the cultural produc. 
tion system of this country. y do not merely 
play a marketing role for farm crops but have 
increasingly become the avenue for channelling 
agricultural savi into other sectors of our 
society. As their role evolves to cover other sectors 
of the Kenyan economy, they seem, however, to 
suffer from problems which can be grouped into 
three areas — leadership, bad financial 
administration, and political interference. 

——— is «& problem in our co-operatives 
from several stances. Firat, the Act under which 
they operate does not lay down specific leadershi;. 
qualification requirements for the committees 
which are the policy-makers of the movement 
Usually the committees are elected on the basis of 
popularity, but that does not necessarily mean 
these officials know anything at all about the 
activities of the co-operatives they administer. 
Although this problem has been recognised by the 
Government in the past, and although attempts 
have been made to solve it by posting co-operative 
assistants to act as executive officers in most co- 
operatives, it still remains since these officers 
cannot make decisions for the organisations. They 
can only advise. 

-level staff of the Ministry sometimes 
lack the expert know to advise effectively on 
policy, investments and financial administration 
matters. The committees are then left to struggle 
with issues which they do not understand fully. It 
seems to us that the first step towards ending the 
mess in the co-operatives is to make provision, at 
the very least, for literate committee members 
Additionally, there should be provision for experts 
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in farming, elementary book-keeping and 
accounting to be incorporated into the executive 
committees. These should be part and parcel of 
these committees, 

Financial control in co-operatives ia almost non. 
existent. The problem is that they trade in uce 
and other iteme like fertilisers, peatici and 


vervices Moat of them do not have who can 
evaluate the financial merite and ta of par 
ticular activities. In fact, the Press has reported 
widely on the activities of some who sell co: 


operatives useless items. The Ministry should 
assume more control over finances by insisting that 
all co-ops are audited every year. Of course, there is 
no point in auditing where the co-ops do not have 
systematic accou . After the annual audits, the 
Ministry should Jimit the powers of co-ops to invest 
large amounts of money on behalf of their members 
without expert governmental advice, This can be 
done administratively by limiting investment 
sectors and amounts. It may be best to insist that 
co-ops return all income to their members, who will 
decide what they want to invest in. Given the waste 
of funda in dubious investments and the illegal use 
of funds by some leaders, it may well be advisable 
that co-ops should not be allowed to invest outside 


their main area o! operations. 

Yet, whatever one thinks of the internal 
which make ves inefficient and wasteful of 
farmers’ funds, the most critical issue is to politi 
cians from of co-operatives. In most 
districts where co-o ves are ina there usually 
are politicians in who are for political 


power, they use the co-operatives for political 
upoieetions ends and collude with committees to make 
dubious investments in land and in areas More 
often than not they interfere in the administration of 
co-operative resources and those who are not servile 
supporters are denied loans and services. These are the 
people who over-c the co-operatives when they act 
a yy nvestmente’are involved. 

e are not just talking about national politicians but 
also local ones. It seems to us that all people holding 
— office should be formally kept away from 

ming office holders either in primary societies or the 
umons This does not mean they will have no role to play 
since, as ordinary members and representatives of their 
assorted areas, they will be expected to cater for 
wananchi's grievances in co-operatives. 

We -¥ that the new Minister for Co-operatives wii! 
soon work out the necessary framework for strengthening 
larmers’ co-ops since they make the primary contribu 
tron to the agricultural production of this nation. If the 
current trend continues unchecked we will soon have an 
even more weakened agricultural industry being asked to 
support the Kenyan economy. 
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OAU ASKED TO SEAT SAHARAN ARAB DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC

The movement has appli « to 
the OAU to recognise that *hey have established control over the forner 
Spanish Sahara and their country should be seated in the OAU as the Arab 
Saharan Republic. The argument now is that they are no longer in exile. 


In the past, Spanish Sahara was claimed both by Mauritania and Morocco. 
Mauritania has relinquished its claim on the country. By that action anc 
by its comments, it seemed to have implicitly accepted that Polisario had 
a claim to the country. Morocco has never relinquished its claim. In 
fact recently, just before the OAU conference, Morocco bought space in 
most of the major newspapers and magazines in the West to propagate its 
claim on the territory. 


Algeria has been the patron of the Polisario movement and has raised the 
issue in OAU meetings every year. This year it has done so again and 
Morocco, as usual, is vehement in its opposition. In fact Morocco has 
threatened to quit the OAU if the Arab Saharan Republic is seated. 
Morocco seems to have found allies in the OAU who are also threatening 
to quit. These are Egypt, Tunisia, Senegal and Ivory Coast. However, 
26 other nations--a majority of the members--have declared their support 
for the seating of the Arab Saharan Republic. The position of the rest 
is not known. 
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[Ic would be silly for the OAU not to recognise that the Polisario movement 
has established control over significant portions of the country--with the 
remainder being contested militarily. They have tied up the Moroccan army 
in a war which most commentators say Morocco does not have the will to win. 
As a result, it is increasingly becoming clear that the Arab Saharan Repub- 
lic will eventually establish total control over the whole country. 


Member States of the OAU ought to recognise colonialism, even when it is 
done by African states. Morocco simply colonised Spanish Sahara. If the 
recognition of that fact will lead to Morocco leaving the OAU, then the 
rest of the members ought to let her leave. If they do not recognise the 
right of the people of Sahara to determine their destiny they will be mak- 
ing a mockery of their Charter. They will also be undercutting any claims 
they have towards helping the rest of the continent achieve independence. 
The time for empty commitment to liberation is over. That commitment only 
mikes sense if it is applied to all colonisers, be they Boers or Africans. 
The OAU cannot--indeed should not--follow the arguments made by Morocco. 


Those who are now supporting Morocco are using the argument that the 
Charter provides only for membership of sovereign states. This legalistic 
argument ignores the spirit during the writing of the Charter. The provi- 
sion was intended to leave out the then colonies, since the OAU founders 
argued that to allow representatives of colonies would be allowing a fifth 
column into the activities of sovereign African states. 


We, therefore, call on the OAU heads of state now meeting to seat the Arab 
Saharan Republic. If some of the members choose to leave because they want 
colonies or because they support colonisers they should leave. The OAU 

may become more effective when they are gone.

The buying of a farm ia not the end of the line for some unscrupulous 
“leaders” who exploit wananchi through these so-called companies. More 
often than fot they give themselves very good salaries, free care and ail 
sorte of allowances, If that is not enough, they utilise the farma for 
personal gain. If it ia a ranching farm, the number of livestock animale 
individual shareholders put on it have no relationship to the shares they 
own, A few leaders, on a lot of farms, put in more than half of the ani- 
mils to feed off the land. Thus, they benefit from public investment. 
These people also exploit crop farms, allocating themselves large tracts 
for cultivation, alone with farm equipment, than the average shareholder. 
They also use farm water to grow irrigated crops whose returns are higher 
than ordinary crops grown by ordinary shareholders. 


There have been cases in which civil servants engaged in agricultural co- 
operatives, have ganged up with these "leaders" to form company lands for 
private profit. But perhaps the greatest tragedy is failure to keep mean- 
ingful accounts. Even when accounts are audited most auditors say in 
plain language that they cannot vouch for their accuracy. There have been 
situations when some audit firms have been involved in cheating members 

of the public. The Government will go a long way towards helping wananchi 
if it insists on accurate accounting and auditing of all land-buying com- 
panies and cooperatives. This is a really urgent issue. 


As there are not very many farms to be bought from foreigners we feel the 
Government should advise wananchi that they should leave these companies 
aione. Where local people are selling they are selling these days at 
exorbitant prices and the Government needs to put a ceiling on land prices. 
Where somebody is selling above the official price they should be required 
to justify this to the Government. 


Wananchi are exploited by these companies because most of them keep on 
Looking for extra land. They should realise that there are other avenues 
for investing their savings--particularly on improving their smallholdings. 
Only by keeping their savings from these sharks will they ensure that they 
are not exploited.

PARALYZATION OF NONINDUSTRIAL FISHING REPORTED 


Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 28 Jun 80 pp 2, 9 
\Excerpts| For several years, the non-industrial fishermen in various parts 
of the country have kept their fishing activity at a standstill because they 
could not tind on the local market trawling nets suited for their work, des- 
pite the fact that our country has a factory which, if properly utilized, 
could provide this product in good condition and in sufficient quantities 

to meet the requirements. 


Cima, the only tactory in the country specializing in the manufacture of 
fishnets and sufficiently equipped with machinery to make all types of fish- 
nets, has only enough cord to produce nets for the industrial sector, a si- 
tuation which has continued for over 3 years. 


At the present time, the Cima enterprise has material for the manufacture of 
nets which would guarantee total fulfillment of the industrial sector's needs. 
The management of that enterprise commented that, by the beginning of next 
year, the factory will be able to operate at full capacity, particularly be- 
ause all the orders for imports made for this purpose have been filled, 


On the other hand, for nearly 2 years the Cima enterprise has halted a line 
f net products for non-industrial fishing, because its spinning needles are 
worn out. uring the years that have elapsed, no provisions were made to 
import this material, the cost of which is about 460,000 meticais. 


Another detail that should be stressed is the fact that Cima is stili impo 


ing synthetic fibers for net production, while it would be easier ‘nm mre 
protitable to set up a production line for that fiber in the country. Ad- 
ninistrative ofticials from Cima stated, in this regard, that the install i- 
ti 1 fiber production line could cost the country /5 percent of 
mount spent on importing synthetic fibers, and the production wou.ic isi 
lependent on the slow process to which imports of material are s 5jec.. 
i (iAsnermen ii ooperatives who could not pure hase nets when the factor, 
wit oroducing now doubt the viability of the fishing industry, and this 
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ome ife abandoning the cooperative, in an attempt to catch, individually, 
the amvunt it fish required lor their day-to-day survival, Others are leav 
Lrg the ishing industry itself, and are seeking jobs in other work sectors 
which seem more protitable to them, 


while, the one hand, the idea of the National Fishing Administration to 
distribute fishnets to the tishermen interested in becoming organized into 
ooperatives proved inadequate, owing to this agency's inability to handle 
the payment for the nets, on the other hand, the lack of support in the manu- 
facture of nets for this sector also seema rather discouraging, at a time 
when we want our [tishing resources properly exploited, so as thereby to avoid 
importing fish insofar as ssible.,

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DETAILS OF BRAZILIAN COOPERATION SET FORTH 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 0 May-1 Jun 80 p 3 


{Text} Two important financial cooperation agreements are being negotiated 
by Senegal and Brazil. One agreement concerns a $12.9 million credit line 
or about 2.6 billion CPA france, for the purchase of capital goods; the 
other, 4 plan to open 4 Brazilian investment bank in Senegal. 


it was Renato Denys, Brazilian ambassador to Dakar, who disclosed the facts 
during an interview [APS] granted to the SENEGALESE PRESS AGENCY, an interview 
during which he made a complete general survey of the cooperation between 

our two countries. 


The second meeting of the Senegalo-Brazilian joint commission which took 
place last January in Bragilia resulted in a certain number of decisions 

and recommendations which, Ambassador Denys stressed, the Brazilian side is 
already implementing. These decisions and r commendations cover all areas 
of this operation: cultural, economic, tec!..ical and commercia’ , which were 
the subject of agreements signed in 1964, during the first official visit of 
President Senghor to Brazil. 


Regarding the cultural aspect, which in itself is the strongest element of 
our cooperation, a program of activities has been organized which includes 
the organization of shows and art exhibitions as well as the holding of 
cultural weeks in both countries. So it was that after the visit of pianist 
Miguel Proenca to Dakar last March, the ambassador is planning the arvival « 
popular music entertainers. 


A cultural week is also scheduled soon at the University of Dakar as 4s 
recommended during the second meeting of the _oint commission. Nevercheless, 
Renato Denys stated that apart from these recomendations the embassy is 
taking further ‘nitiatives, and it is in this framework that the CESTI 
[expansion unknown] will host during the coming months an exhibition on 
journalism and advertising in Brazil. 


The goal of this event, according to the ambassador, is to give students 


specializing in journalism and professionals of information media “.. dea 
of what is done in this domain in our country.” 
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in another area, the brazilian diplomat indicated, new steps have just been 
taken to facilitate a large enrollment of Senegalese students in Brazilian 
universities, 


He explained that in the past, three scholarships were ail allotted annually 
to Senegal by the Brazilian Government, but ae the number was very limited, 
thie system was abandoned in favor of free enrollment, with the student 
henceforward eseuming financial responsibility for his stay in Brazil. 


Denys was of the opinion however that expenses are low and he estimated them 
to be around 35,000 CPA france per month. We pointed out that this special 
treatment was until now reserved only for Latin American students and stressed 
on the other hand that eight Senegalese are preparing to return co Brazil to 
pursue their studies under these new conditions. 


The Brazilian embassy, also interested in the spreading of the Portuguese 
language in Senegal, will organize courses for the public starting next 
October. These courses which will be taught by Brazilian instructors from 
the department of Portuguese at the University of Dakar, will prepare possible 
candidates for Brazilian universities. Moreover, the ambassador added, “we 
attach great importance to the teaching of Portuguese as a second language 

on the intermed‘ate and secondary levels." 


Regarding this matter, contacts have been made with the Senegalese school 
authorities,” he emphasized. 


Dealing with the commercial aspect of this cooperation, the Brazilian 
ambassador pointed to the increasing importance of trade between the two 
countries. According to statistics published in 1978 by the Senegalese 
Government, Brazil ranked 10th among the countries trading with Senegal with 
exports valued at 18 billion CFA france. Pointing out however that a large 
part of these products originate in France, Denys deplored this fact caused 
by, he said, the lack of foreign exchange which penalizes Senegalese business- 
men. 


It is precisely to remedy this situation that Brazil is negotiating presently 
with Senegalese authorities a pian to open an investment bank capable of 
providing Senegalese importers and exporters with the necessary foreign 
exchange for the purchase of Brazilian goods. 


In this connection, the ambaseador stated, “our country could export a great 
variety of industrial products: electronic equipment, automobiles, aircraft, 
fishing boats, railroad cars, etc.” He stressed, moreover, the “very 
competitive” nature of Brazilian products which, with the same technical 
qualities as those manufactured elsewhere, may cost half as such. 


Another financial cooperation agreement presently being negotiated is a 
ered.t line of 2.5 billions (CFA francs). This credit, according to the 














ambassador, is to enable the Senegalese Government to import Bragsilian 
capital goods, 


Denys also mentioned the visit of a Senegalese trade commission to Brazil next 
July. From the contacts that this mission will have with Brazilian bvsiness- 
men, the ambaseador expects advantageous results, like the setting up of 
joint public, private companies. 


Senegaio-Bragzilian cooperation also has a technical aspect. The Brazilian 
Government is ready to assist, in particular in the fields of agriculture, 
mase elimination of illiteracy, health and town planning Denys stressed. 


Speaking of the cooperation of information media, Denys stressed that -ontacts 
had been made between the ORTS [Se..egalese Radio and Television Organization] 
and Brazilian television networks to foster program exchanges. This, in 
addition to what ra‘io is already doing: the weekly broadcast of a musical 
program for the Cape Verdean community residing in Senegal. 


The last point brought up by Ambassador Denys concerned political coopera- 
tion: “We follow the same course Senegal does as regards foreign policy," 
he stated in this connection. He recalled to mind Brazilian opposition to 
all policies based on racial discrimination, such as the apartheid system and 
war of conquest, while reaffirming his country's desire to work toward the 
establishment of a new international economic and cultural order, and to 
ameliorate South-South [sic] relations. 


To conclude, the ambassador recalled the two trips, one in 1964 and one in 
1977, by President Senghor to Brazil. Through these trips, Brazilians 
learned about, and came to love, Senegal. It is our wish that Brazil's 
feelings toward Senegal will bear better fruits and contribute to the 
rapprochement of our peoples.”

CONSIDERABLE ADDITIONAL FOREIGN AID TO BE PROVIDED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 21 Jun 80 p 31 


[Article by Pierre Biarnes: "Dakar to Receive Considerable Aid from the 
International Community] 


{Text] Dakar--France, the European Economic Community [EEC], the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund [IMF] and the World Bank have decided to respond favor- 
ably to appeals sent them in recent months by Senegalese leaders for as- 
Sistance in redressing the financial situation. The country is burdened with 
a heavy debt as a result of the drought, the decline in exchange terms and 
the large increase in the price of oil, as well as the effects of management 
errors committed during the preceding years, especially with regard to the 
rural world (LE MONDE 16 April). 


At present, negotiations are far enough along that it can be said that about 
seven or eight months from some time in the next few weeks the short-term 
domestic debt of the government and public institutions, which is estimated at 
about 60,000,000,000 CPA francs in all, can gradually and basically be set- 
lei, with esceptional foreign aid of a nearly equivalent amount. Nothing has 
been officially decreed yet, but the following figures are being put forward: 
France and the IMF might each give 12,000,000,000 CFA francs, or nearly 
25,000,000,000 in all, and the World Bank 10,000,000,000; on the other hand, to 
compensate for this year's very bad peanut harvest and by virtue of the 

Lome Il agreements, European STABEX [expansion unknown] is also going to have 
to pay Senegal 25,000,000,000 CFA francs early next year. 


Senegal's strategic importance, the generally pro-Western orientation of its 
foreign policy, the real democratization of its political life in the past sev- 
eral years and its president's international prestige largely explain this gen- 
erosity, which will require in return that financial matters be put in order, 
especially where state-owned companies and peasant training are concerned. 
Already, several austerity measures (such as the decision to close 20 embas- 
sies) included in the 1980-1981 budget adopted a few days ago have been favor- 
ably received, even though some questions are being asked about how the budget 
is to be executed as to revenues, considering the sharp slowdown in economic 
activity and its inevitable repercussions on tax assessment.

The massive contribution of fresh money, by ensuring that the funds of banks 
and businesses will be reconstituted, should enable most of them, even though 
they are currently paralyzed, to get over the hump of the next few months. 
After that, one can only hope that the next peanut harvest will be better than 
the last one, That will depend on the summer rains as well as Senegalese lead- 
ers' ability to reinspire confidence in the farmers and induce them to renounce 
the temptation to withdraw from the miniaturized uction circuits and ex- 
changes to which, discouraged, they surrendered themselves last year. Look- 
ing forward to effectively setting up the most important reforms now be 
annourced, it is indispensable that serious improvements over 1978-1979 be 
applied immediately to the system of sowing seed, and that within the next 

few months financing be arranged for marketing the harvest.

it is the old truth: Acts of terroriem delay political developments, 
harden political dispositions and this accentuates political anxiety. 


This is precisely the aim of terrorist actions. it is based on propaganda, 
suicidal reactions. This is intended to sow panic among the population 
and lead to violence. 


Terrorism is not a protest for the sake of change, but is intended to 
harden attitudes. It wants to incite confrontation and turn against the 


pursuit of peace. 


For this reason terroriem is insatiable. The more one bends, the more one 
runs or turns to revenge, the gore drunk with success the terrorists be- 
come. 


Co.trol 


This psychology and strategy on the part of terrorism will necessarily 
determine the way we deal with political sabotage. With respect to this 
we note two things: 


The government's efforte to moderate the reporting of terrorist actions 
and movements dese:ve full support. The prime minister has already called 
on newspapers to limit the prominence and sensationalism given to acts of 
terror. The draft amendment on the Police Act, which is considering cer- 
tain control measures regarding the publication of terrorist activities, 
is now under discussion in parliament. 


As long as there is no intention of misleading the public, there is no 
way to hamper the press in its necessary informational function, and no 
manipulation of news and tampering with the information to distort the 
truth, then it is necessary for the government to have 4 say in this 
matter. 
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The fact that sewepapers are the best allies of terrorism, in the sense 
that without the newspapers the purpose of their operations would be 
crippled to @ great extent, necessitates contro! iu this respect. 


Accept 


There ie more than just interest in newspapers as far as terrorist arwe 
is concerned, In thie respect the government deserves support from aii 
per.one in their right mind and from each sensible newspaper. 


But then the public's right to know and the government's duty to infors 
ite people guest aleo be defended to the fullest. It is with respect to 
this defense that serious questions are still being raised, and if the 
government can build in this sort of defense and not just appeal to good 
intentions then thie will be a good thing. 


In view of the effect which the terrorists aim to produce with their deeds 
(panic, confrontation, giving in to demands) we in South Africa must learn 
to accept urban terrorism with much more resignation as part of the South 
African scene. 


This is 4 part of our rhythm like the droughts and floods. It is an every- 
day possibility at any place. It is an inevitable aspect of “dangerous 
living,” which is so typical of an entire history. This ie a front of the 
revolution. 


We will have to learn to bear the burden<-with @uch pain and hardship, 
but with few comments and little emotion. 


No banner headlines, no special parliamentary debates and few official cor 
ments on the part of cabinet members and other high officials. 


Strike back deadly blows and clean out nests of injustice and be watchful; 
tits is the thing. 


But we gust also accept this sort of resignation with resignation...this 
is the other thing which will thwart terrorists.

DEFENSE OF COUNTRY SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO NONWHITES 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 14 Jun 80 p 9 


{Text} The Armed Forces are in favor of the idea of distributing the 
responsibility of defending South Africa and its population groups more 
proportionally, according to a statement made to DIE BURGER by Deputy 
Minister of Defense Kobie Coetsee. 


In the course of an interview Mr Coetsee gave his reaction to the govern- 
ment's acceptance of the proposal in the newest part of the Wiehahn-Report 
that consideration be given to the problems and dissatisfaction stemming 
from the fact that only the whites are now being forced to undergo manda- 
tory military training. 


According to Mr Coetsee the National Manpower Commission and the Manpower 
Council will now look into thie matter as proposed. The Armed Forces are 
not rejecting the idea and actually they have already taken steps for in- 
volving other population groups in the defense of the country. 


“We have already gone ahead and accepted coloreds and Indians in the Army 
for a 2-year tour of duty. There have been over 50 percent applications 
more than requested. We have also begun to involve black people in the 
Permanent Force, especially in the defense of their regions and frontiers.” 


Mr Coetsee stated that the Armed Forces are already moving in the right 
direction for expanding the responsibility of defending the country on a 
wider scale.

WHITE EXODUS WILL DAMAGE ZIMBABWE

OPERATION 'SMOKESHELL' AGAINST MAIN SWAPO BASE LN ANGOLA 
Advanced Russian Weapons 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 17 Jun 80 p 5 


[Text] Johannesburg--Advanced Russian surface-to-air missiles have been 
deployed in Southern Angola by SWAPO to defend their attack bases against 
the South African Air Force. This is a trend being increasingly observed 
in procommunist countries in Southern Africa and is a clear indication of 
the revival of enemy tactics against South Africa. 


Several of the surface-to-air missiles--the SA-3 (GOA)--were captured by 
the security forces in the attack against the SWAPO attack base. Tens of 
the RPG-7 grenade launchers were also captured along with 100 tons of wea- 
, ms. 


The SA-3 was used by the Egyptians in the Yom Kippur War of 1973 with 
deadly success, as was also its bigger brother the SA-6, against the 
Israeli Air Force. The missile battery, which was installed in Egypt, 
forced the Israeli Mirage and Kfir aircraft to fly low enough to be hit 
with conventional anti-aircraft guns. 


It was not until ground troops succeeded in destroying most of the missile 
batteries that the Israeli Air Force was able to take the upper hand in 
the air war. 


The GOA missiles captured in Angola are an indication that the SWAPO base 
was probably the most important attack base. From photos made available 
by the Air Force it appears that the base was underground and probably 
consisted of passage ways and tunnels several km long. 


Radar 
The GOA missiles (GOA is the NATO code name for this Russian weapon) is 
about 6.7 meters long and has an effective range of about 30 km. It is 


@ two-stage missile with solid fuel. In flight the missile is controlled 
by radar and also has a direction finding systen.

The capture of the missile is an important breakthrough for Western knowl- 
edge of Russian weapons. This missile ie aleo regarded as one of the most 
important attack weapons of the Ruesian fleet and at least five classes of 
Russian warships are armed with it, 


Few operational details of the missile are known to Western military ex- 
perte and it can be assumed with certainty that the Armed Forces experte 
will be studying the missile in ite minutest details. It may even prove 
to be an important contribution to the Armed Forces' own missile research. 


Leually the missile is deployed in pairs and in combat situations it can 
be transported in a Light motorized vehicle. 


SWAPO's Underground ‘Nerve Center' 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 16 Jun 80 p 2 


[Excerpt] Pretoria--Just as surpris as the three-pronged attack by 
the Security Forces last week on SWAPO's headquarters in Southern Angola 
was the extent and layout of SWAPO's “nerve center," so the Security 
Forces found out. 


It is clear that after the destruction of the "Vietnam" and "Moscow" 
SWAPO bases 2 years ago Russian and East German advisore have helped 
SWAPO set up new bases in accordance with the principle tested out in 
the Vietnamese war. 


‘ust like the Americans in Vietnam, who often moved on top of this kind of 
mole-camp without even knowing it, the Security Forces too moved nearly 
through the whole camp before they realized they were in the midst of a 
SWAPO nest. 


Even after the Security Forces consolidated in the evening and later 
withdrew after a fierce battle which [began] at noon they were forced 
to realize that they were still surrounded by bunkers, ammunition de- 
pots, SWAPO installations and enemy bodies. 


The Security Forces had been aware of the formidable task awaiting ~:.a 
ahead of time and they knew the risk of going into the heart of SWAP. . 
which was skillfully hidden underground and camouflaged. What they dic 
not know was that they had to deal with 13 bases in a complex of about 
13 km long and 5 km wide. The 13 bases are set up in such a manner 
that the Security Forces could aot attack and destroy them one after the 
other at one time. Wherever they found themselves in this great area 
they were in fact surrounded all the time by enemy positions. 


The govements of the terrorists in and out of the area was of such a 
nature that no footpaths were ever made and this made the existence of 
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such a base extremely difficult to observe from the air. Grass planted 
on the ground over the bunkers and corn fields inside the base helped 
to make it unrecognizable, 


The Radio Was Playing 


It was known that the SWAPO camp was situated along a road. The road had 
evidently played an important part in the transportation of supplies and 
food to the base, It was very heavil, defended and it even had mine- 
fields on both sides. 


It was clear that SWAPO had expected a possible attack only from the 
road which rune from north to south. The SWAPO forces were trapped un- 
expectedly when the South African troonos attacked them from the west. 
The half eaten plates of food found in the “officers' mess" showed how 
unexpected the attack was. The following morning an FM radio was found 
still playing inside the bunker of the political commissar. 


It was clear that SWAPO kept the base as concealed as possible from the 
region's inhabitants, because the only sign of life observed from the 
air was a cattle corral where they kept cattle for their own slaughter- 


ing purposes. 


The complex was probably situated in the thinly populated area of South- 
west Angola. This is a section of Southern Angola where the UNITA forces 
have not yet deprived the Angolan government forces of their foothold 
there. In the course of the past months SWAPO has as a matter of fact 
been developing an access route to Southwest Africa which leads to the 
inhospitable Kaokoveld. 


A great number of MPLA soldiers and Cubans have also been gathering in 
the region to bolster SWAPO. Radar positions have been set up so that 
SWAPO bases can be defended against air attacks with the SAM-3 missile. 
Probably it was the location of these radar posts which revealed the 
secret and the approximate location of the SWAPO camp. 


New Weapons--Not Much Courage 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 16 Jun 80 p 2 


[Text] Pretoria--SWAPO offered much stronger resistance against the at- 
tack on the “smokeshell" base than what the Security Porces had appar- 
ently suspected. It was clear that SWAPO wanted to defend its “nerve 
center" to the last and it had more than sufficient weapons in very good 
condition. 


However, it appeared that not all the SWAPO soldiers were as courageous. 
Early in the morning, following the great attack of the first day, which 
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lasted from 1400 until dusk, a terrorist was found who had been sitting 
all night long in his bunker, with (among other things) an RPG-7 guided 
missile by hie side, within range of the Security Forces’ camp. 


In another instance a black member of the Security Forces saw someone 
stick his head out from a bunker near the camp of the attacking force. 
He ran to hie officer, who fired several shote over the bunker. The 
teri. riete then signaled that they wanted to surrender; they and a group 
of other terrorists were taken prisoners. 


The watchfulness of a member of the Security Forces probably saved the 
lives of an entire party of his comrades. A number of vehicles drove 
past a terrorist who was lying against his RPG-7, giving the impression 
that he was dead. A soldier in the last vehicle then noted that the 
terrorist was getting ready to blast the vehicle, but three bullete from 
the soldier's gun put an end to hin. 


One of the weapons which caused the Security Forces many problems was a 
SWAPO 14.5 mm anti-aircraft cannon being used against the attack force 
from a bunker in the corn field. It was finally put out of action by a 
20 mm cannon from a Ratel. 


Clear indications were found that the dead terrorists were taken away by 
their comrades in the course of the night. For this reason it is diffi- 
cult to determine how many terrorists were killed during the attack, but 
with certainty this can be estimated at more than 200.

Three 
sunicipalities--Richmond, Ixopo and Mid-Illovo--say their drinking water 
will last only, at the most, another 10 days. Reservoirs and dams supply- 
ing the three towns are drying up rapidly. The situation at Greytown 
(Natal Midlands) is almost as serious. The water supply is not expected 
to last much more than 16 days. Several municipalities on the South 
Coast=-water restrictions are in force all over the province-~-estimate 
that their drinking water will not be on tap for much longer than 24 days.

MUGABE LNTERVIEWED ON DOMESTIC, FOREIGN POLICY PROBLEMS 
{DWO81246 Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 7 Jul 80 pp 105 0] 


{Interview with Prime Minister of Zimbabwe Robert M gabe by editors Wolf 
Dieter Steinbauer and Heinz P. Lohfeldt in the prime minister's office in 
Salisbury ] 


[Text] SPIEGEL: Mr Mugabe. Since several months you have been prime 
minister of a country which is now called Zimbabwe. By the name of Rhodesia 
it was the last but one bulwark of white man in Africa, hated and despised 
by the rest of the continent... 


Mugabe: ...and, because it was ruled by the whites, it also was not accept- 
able to the community of nations. 


SPIEGEL: Right. But the army and the police in Zimbabwe continue to be 
dominated by the whites, as well as the economy and bureaucracy. You even 
appointed a white man supreme judge of the country. What really has changed 
apart from the name of the country and the name of the prime minister? 


Mugabe: We have never had the intention to found a black state. We wanted 
to found a democratic state in which blacks and whites equally are part of 
our society. And that's just what we do... 


SPIEGEL: ...by leaving the key positions to the whites? 


Mugabe: It is correct, whites still are dominating in the administrative 
apparatus as well as in the economy, and the army has white commanders. 
To that extent former Rhodesia has retained its influence. Naturally you 
cannot change all this within a month. It takes some time to eliminate 
the inequalities and racism which predominated in the country. All these 
undemocratic aspects of society can be healed in the course of time only. 


SPIEGEL: Prior to the elections in February you were labeled by the whites 
here as a "Marxist monster," as a “prophet of the devil" who would immedi- 


ately turn the country into a communist state. That obviously has not 
happened. The so-called Marxist monster today seems to get along with some 














whites better than with many of his African fellow countrymen. You have 
two whites in your cabinet, even the commander-in-chief of your army is a 
white man. 


Mugabe: What people said about me was just politics and propaganda. Those 
among us who led the struggle against the regime had to be represented as 
devils, and this even was successful for a certain time. But naturally t. 
truth cannot be covered up. The truth remains the truth, no matter what 
peop.e say, no matter how much it is distorted, it just remains the truth. 
We are what we are, and I am what I am, 


SPIEGEL: Could you please explain to us what you are? 


Mugabe: You will have to judge that for yourself. I am guided by clear 
moral principles. I fight abuses, injustics and unfairness. I cannot 

accept an unjust and undemocratic system. When ruling politicians embody 
such a system they naturally have to be offered resistance. I also have 

to adhere to these principles when I am in power, the principles of fairness, 
justice and true democracy. 


SPIEGEL: Some of your fellow countrymen obviously have different ideas 
about these principles. 


Mugabe: No, we have accepted everybody as part of our community. The war 
is over, bitterness is over. We have peace now, why should we go on 
quarreling. Our citizens must live together brotherly and cooperate so 
that we can make headway, develop our country and make it prosper. That 
is the point now. 


SPIEGEL: May be that's what you consider important and it also sounds 
reasonable. But it also sounds different as compared to what you said 
prior to your election. Since you have been prime minister you obviously 
have changed a lot. 


Mugabe: No, I do not think that our police has changed a lot. There has 
to be a transition period. You cannot achieve everything overnight. 


SPIEGEL: But, it seems to us, this is exactly what some of your ows 
people expect you to do. Hardly a day passes without some member of your 
cabinet demanding decisive changes, only to be reined in by you one or 
two days later. But who speaks for the government, only you or al ix 
others as well? 


Mugabe: Well, ali this is to us a new game, and not everybody now sittir 

in the government was able to gather experiences previousiy. Sometimes 

we really don't find it easy to distinguish between our official po. icy 

and our personal standpoint. As long as we do not have enough experience 

to delimitate the sphere of government policy and separate it from our very 
personal desires and views, this contradiction is bound to exist. After all 
we are not the first ones to whom such a thing happens. 








SPIEGEL: Certainly not. On the other side of the Atlantic there also is 
a big country which often speaks in different tongues. 


Mugabe: We are constantly learning and I am sure that in, say, three months 
this extent of contradictions will no longer exist. The overall framework 
of our policy is outlined by me, and if problems of a certain ministry are 
involved, then the minister in charge is responsible. That's how it is and 
there are no contradictions in this respect. 


SPIEGEL: So these are no deliberate contradictions by which all those are 
to be appeased who still think in the categories of revolutionary struggle? 


Mugabe: No, no, really. They are people who sometimes are enraged by the 
immediate problems they are confronted with, and because the situation 
needs to be corrected it is criticized and people tell us how they think 
an immediate solution can be brought about, although this is by no means 
the solution resolved upon by the government. That's how it is. 


SPIEGEL: Well, then let us go into details. In all radio and television 
newscasts of Zimbabwe your neighbor South Africa is termed "racist South 
Africa" or “apartheid South Africa." Only if the fact is disclosed that 
Zimbabwe has to import several thousand tons of maize from South Africa 
this year, the label is dropped. Anyway this news only is published by 
the newspapers, but not by radio and television. 


Mugabe: I think it depends very much on who is talking. Our citizens are 
critical vis-a-vis South Africa. That is obvious. I am critical with 
regard to South Africa's apartheid. But there are others who do not utter 
their criticism, although they do some thinking, but who feel that the 
policy of South Africa contradicts human conscience. So it fully depends 
on who is just speaking. 


SPIEGEL: So there exists no official agreement on the language to be used 
vis-a-vis South Africa? 


Mugabe: The radio has mentioned “apartheid South Africa” and so on. I 
personally would prefer if one spoke of the “apartheid government." But 
the radio people have decided to use that language. 


SPIEGEL: Regardless how the regime is being called, how repelleut its 
policy may be--at any rate you must live with this regime. 


Mugabe: Yes, it is a reality. We have said that when we were taking over 
the government. We do not like the regime of South Africa, but we cannot 
change the geographic facts of this region. South Africa is our southern 
neighbor, and our economic systems are historically welded together, we 
cannot make our economy independent overnight. Even if we wanted to, 
realities would force us to trade with South Africa within certain limits. 
Politicaaly, however, we cannot maintain relations with South Africa. 
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SPIEGEL: But you have inherited certain political relations. 


Mugabe: Yes, that is correct and we are just examining them. But I think 
that we will change these relations, possibly reducing them to a more eco- 
nomic than political volume, 


SPIEGEL: How about your relations with the black majority of South Africa’? 
A nenber of observers is firmly convinced that the recent unrest in South 
Africa has been inspired to a certain extent by your victory here in 
Zimbabwe. Do you want to help the blacks in South Africa? 


Mugabe: We support them through the Organization of African Unity, OAU, 
and that remains our position. 


SPLEGEL: That is all? No shelter, no bases for instance for the fighters 
of the African National Congress (ANC)? 


Mugabe: No, we are not in a position to maintain military bases here. 


SPIEGEL: And you do not believe that the black South Africans could feel 
abandoned if you refuse to give them shelter in Zimbabwe? 


Mugabe: I believe that they consider our position as correct, and they 

are aware of the fact that it would not serve their aims if we exposed 
ourselves to danger and if our independence here would be neutralized by 
South African attacks. It would in fact just slow down developments toward 
a democracy in South Africa. 


SPIEGEL: That sounds strange from the mouth of a man who has come to power 
particularly through armed fighting, and who was very well in a position 
during the armed fighting to seek shelter in a neighbor country whenever 

he deemed it necessary. 


Mugabe: If one wants to support a military fight, one must be very strony 
oneself. We are not. Why should we keep it a secret that we are not as 
strong as South Africa? Why should we run the risk of destroying ours.’ ves: 
That would not be the end of fighting in South Africa either. But ° 
committed ourselves to help via the OAU as well as we ~1.0. 


SPIEGEL: You yourself certainly need also considerable help. ~ vwan'i 
to make Zimbabwe "the pride of Africa,” as it calls itself already. 
you so far content with foreign aid such as foreign investments, 1. a aif, 


Mugabe: I am very much content with the prospects in this res. 

believe that many countries would like to make investments, such as / st: 
Germany, for example. Some groups from West Germany have been here «ireac,, 
such as representatives of Siemens, for example... 


SPIEGEL: ...and also a delegation from the United States. 








Mugabe: Yes and we take their requests in’ ongideration, So far, however, 
we can only say that they want to settle dows here, 


SPIEGEL: Ie it not vice versa, namely that the investors say: “Let us 
first wait and see how matters will develop, whether the guy there is reaily 
che Marxist he is supposed to be, and whether he will lead his country 
directly into communiaa’" 


Mugabe: I believe that every one of the groups I have met would like to 
come immediately. But we want to examine first very carefully whether the 
individual projects are linked with some sort of conditions, or whether 
they really will serve to promote a development we would like to see in 
thie country. 


SPIEGEL: Se you have certain preferences’ 


Mugabe: Naturally. At present we would probably accept every kind of 
investment such as, for example, in the rural areas. 


SPIEGEL: They are 4 special problem. There was talk over and over again 
of some redistribution of land in Zimbabwe. Do you really have enough 
land to distribute without taking it from the white farmers’ 


Mugabe: I believe that there is enough land. The land has been distributed 
on the basis of the “Land Appointment Act,” and later on the basis of the 
“Land Tenure Act.” Half of it to the blacks, half of it to the whices. 

But there were only 6,000 farmers on the European side, while more than 
700,000 families were living on the rest of the farm land--a populace of 
almost 4.5 million people. That was an unequal distribution... 


SPIEGEL: ...which you want to change, that is understandabie. 


Mugabe: Yes, but there is enough land which is not being used, enough 
unpopulated land, enough land which is not being fully used. And the white 
farmers admit that very much land can be distributed. So before one gives 
some thought to taking land from those who are using it--I think that this 
will never happen--we must exploit the land where nothing at all has been 
grown eo far. 


SPIEGEL: For what reason does your Finance Minister demand from the London 
Government payment of almost DM3 billion? For buying land from whom? 


Mugabe: We do not merely need the money for the distribution of land, the 
necessary reconstruction and development projects. We need it also for 
compensation purposes in the apparatus of officials. We deem it necessary 
to pay 4 certain restitution of those whites who must suffer from it that 
they have been overtaken by the Africans. 


SPIEGEL: But your minister has gone to London primarily because of the land 
probles. 








Mug het Because of both things, mainly because of the land problem, yes. 
We need t.. great amount to make restitution payments to the farmers who 
will low. thelr land, even though the country has not been explored, After 
all it ie their land and they have bought it. In some cases the land has 
been somewhat explored, just a little, We must take into consideration the 
degree of exploration, 


SPIE RL: Onee more: You do not epeak of buying developed land from white 
farmere=-if necessary under pressure? 


Mugabe: If the farmers want to sell we land, we will buy it. But we will 
not expell them by force from the land they want to exploit, 


SPIEGEL: WNot even the inefficient farmers? 


Mugabe: I believe that they will quit on their own sooner or later, compe- 
tition will see to it. 


SPIEGEL: Efficiency would thea be a demand applicable also to black farmers. 
liow do you want to achieve that since most of them are rather unexperienced’ 


Mugabe: Certainly, efficiency is absolutely necessary. Therefore we want 
to bring them together in collective units, eo that the government can give 
them financial and technical aid to a great extent. That will be impossible 
if every one of them will remain sitting on their small pieces of peasant 
land... 


SPIEGEL: So they ought to better get organized by big brother state? 


Mugabe: No we will not force them to enter cooperatives. If one wants ti, 
fine, but the one who wants to remain outside will be encouraged after al 
to create some sort of modus operandi, permitting him to keep his individ: - 
ality while simultaneously getting together with the others. All showid 

be able to merge their means such as for buying fertilizers together und 
distributing them among themselves later on. 


SPIEGEL: Will you be equally generous vis-a-vis the mining industry, one 
of the most important economic branches of your country, or will the gover 
ment bring more influence to bear in this field? 


Mugabe: We are examining whether state participating in production » id 
be desirable. We have already a partnership with Risco... 


SPIEGEL: ...one of the bigger companies... 


Mugabe: Yes. The former government held 49 percent of the shares there, 
we have kept them. But we want in no case to nationalize these industries. 


SPIEGEL: in no case you say? 








Mugabe: Naturally everything depends on the circumstances, if the indue- 
tries will work smoothly, fulfilling the targets set by the state, | see 
ho reason to nationalize them ail of a sudden, But naturally we could come 
to realize in due time that it serve the interests of the state to take 
over. Then we would not hesitate doing it. But we certainly do hot plan 
that in a foreseeable future, 


SPLEGEL: Because you gust solve more important probleme at the soment, 
such as unemployment, for example, latest figures indicate that more than 
i million people are wnemployed in your country. Just because of the high 
birth rate another 50,000 unemployed school graduates will be added every 
year. 


Mugabe: That is one gore reason for promoting the development of the indue- 
try and for further developing all fields of economy. With expansion--and 
naturally expansion depends on lavestmente=--we could take care of quite a 
high percentage of the unemployed. 


SPIEGEL: You could possibly take care of a number of unskilled workers. 
But your African compatriots, for example, want to replace the white offi- 
cials as quickly as possible and overtake them. Do you have enough trained 
people for that’ 


Mugabe: I admit, we do not. We must train many people, not just in this 
field. And therefore it is of extreme importance for use to obtain manpower. 


SPIEGEL: This is why you urged in a London “GUARDIAN” advertisement ali 
Zimbabwe people living abroad to return to their homeland? 


Mugabe: Yes, we want to have them back. Many of them have gone abroad 
to learn something and then they have begun to work abroad. We want to 
have them all back if they want to come. 


SPIEGEL: And you would give them work immediately--which would certainly 
not contribute to decreasing unemployment. 


Mugabe: If one gets them back home, it does not mean that one will make 
people here in the country jobless. I believe that they are mostly vnem- 
ployed because they do not have the necessary skill. Usually one does aot 
find people in the street with the necessary qualifications for work in 
the industry or in public service. The young people are unemployed, the 
school graduates who have not learned a profession, who have not had any 
vocational training. They are the ones lining up for a job. 


SPIEGEL: And then, \~ Prime Minister, there is a group of 60,000 soldiers 
who will be unemployed th* moment when you will have formed a Zimbabwe 

army of 15,000 to 20,000 aen from the approximately 80,000 men of the various 
armies dating back to the times prior to independence. Most of the 60,000 
have learned nothing but how to handle a rifle. They will probably repre- 
sent the greatest danger for the young state. 





Mugabe: | believe that thie will depend on their political orientation. 
Some could very well become a danger if they would take up arms out of 
disappointment, That ie one more reason for watching out that they will 
have fo arme once they have been discharged. But if the state will not 
look after them later and give them work to do, they will still be problem 
cases and possibly commit crimes or other misdeeds, 


SPIPCEL: Criminality is rapidly increasing anyway. 


Mugabe: You @ust see that on the background of the Bitte conflict between 
both sides which led to endless bloodshed and numerous dead, What we see 
now ie the end of the conflict. We have let some elements carry on during 
the conflict which simply cannot accept following the law. They are disobe- 
dient and they are simply bandits. These elements must naturally disappear. 


SPIEGEL: Their presence is tangible at any rate. Shooting is going on in 
the bush, banks and shops are being robbed in towns, hardly a day passes 
without hand grenades being thrown. 


Mugabe: You see, during the conflict many arms have been taken by private 
persons, and these people use them now in the streets and in the bush. We 
ourselves--both sides--have given them the opportunity, and the illegal 
use of arms will probably go on for some time. 


SPIEGEL: How do the whites react to all these developments’? Does the 
exodus continue, or do you think they have the feeling that they could live 
here also in the future? 


Mugabe: I hope they will realize gradually that nothing will be done to 

the whites just because they are white. But naturally there are some who 

do not want to wait until this has become clear to everybody. They consider 
the situation as insecure, believing that it would be best to go as quickly 
as possible. We cannot do anything against that. 


SPIEGEL: You have told us a few months ago: “The system in Zimbabwe will 
change, and the people who will not go along with the time are out of place 
here...” 


Mubage: Naturally, clearly, how can somebody fit the system if he does not 
want to adapt himself to it? Such a person will not find a place at «11 
in the society. 


SPIEGEL: What does one do if one does not have an opportunity to [it into 
the system? If a young white man and a young African with the same quali- 
fications will apply for a job--who will get the job in the new syste.’ 


Mugabe: What we are doing now is just temporary, these are steps on the 
way toward correcting the unfair and unjust practice of the past. Take 
my ministries--the Defense Ministry and the Office of Prime Minister. No 








Africans at all hold top-ranking positions, and there are sone either on 

the medium level. You will find them way down as messengers or at best as 
low-ranking officials. That wae the system of the past and the result of 
the then government policy. The people holding these positions today are 
not responsible for it. But in order to correct the system, we must promote 
the Africans. 


So we would clearly not take the white applicant if a black will be there 
to fill this position and if we want to fill thie position with a black, 
that is inevitable. But once this development has been concluded=-and it 
does not consist in giving every job to a black, foe=then the system will 
be normalized. Applicants will then be considered only according to their 
qualifications. 


SPIEGEL: And you believe to be able in a crash course of 4 or 8 weeks to 
find sufficiently educated blacks who could take over the positions on a 
medium or higher level? 


Mugabe: No, we have quite a lot of studied people. We have an advantage 
vis-a-vis many African states who have become independent some longer 
time ago... 


SPIEGEL: ...during the great independence wave of the sixties... 


Mugabe: ..and that is the great number of studied Africans in this country. 
They have mostly studied the field of the humanities, but we have also 
studied technicians and engineers, although just a small number of them. 

Do not forget that as a consequence of the former Udi, the unilateral 
declaration of independence of Ian Smith in 1965, there has been a number 

of scholarships of the commonwealth and other countries, and many people 
could study abroad. Seen that way the Udi was of advantage also for many 
Africans.
